WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP) 
—The Securities and Exchange 
Commission today ordered an in- | 
vestigation of the American 
Stock Exchange—the second larg- | 
est in New York City and the 
nation. 


The decision on the inquiry | 
grew out of an SEC investigation | 
of Jerry and Gerard Re (pro-| 
nounced Ray), two American ex- | 
change specialists who were ban- | 
ished from all Wall Street by the | 
commission on charges of rig- 
ging stock prices and illegal 
stock sales. 

In announcing the new inquiry, | 
the SEC said it would look into | 
the “rules, policies, practices | 
and procedures of the American | 
Stock Exchange concerning the 
regulation and conduct of spe- 
cialists and other members.”’ 


The commission said it would 
also investigate the role of ex- 
change members in distributing 
to the public stocks traded on 
the exchange. 

Private Inquiry. 

The entire inquiry will be con- 
ducted in private, but witnesses 
will be under oath. The SEC 
then will have to determine 
whether it should issue a public | 
report on its findings. | 

Officials said the investigation | 
might cause the SEC to recom- | 
mend new legislation or rules | 
governing stock exchanges. |

The inquiry, officials indicat- 
ed, will be the most extensive 
one of its kind since 1938. In 
that year, Richard Whitney, then 
president of the New York Stock 
Exchange, was sent to Sing Sing | 
prison for embezzlement, and a 
SEC investigation led to a com- 
plete reorganization of the ex- 
change . 

Officials said the investigation | 
of the American exchange, while 
similar in scope, is unlikely to 
lead to the sort of situation that 
was uncovered in the 1938 case. 
They said there was no plan at | 
this time to look into the activi- | 
ties of any individual officials of | 
the exchange. 

On May 4, the SEC expelled | 
the Res from membership in 
the exchange on grounds of mul- 
tiple violations of laws and regu- | 
lations designed to protect the | 
investing public. 

Staff attorneys, in arguing for 
the expulsion, said the opera- | 
tions of the Res ‘‘struck a heavy 
blow” at public confidence in the | 
American Exchange.

Salinger’s Comment, 

‘There are no plans for any 
such meeting at present,”’ said 
Pierre. Salinger, White House 
press secretary. 

Salinger was asked by report- 
ers whether they should read 
anything into the qualifying 
words, “‘at present.”’ 

“I'm not going to 
other word about it,” 
responded 

Nor would Salinger offer any 
guidance over suggestions that 
the proposed conference might 
take place in Vienna. 

(In Moscow, the United States 
embassy declined to comment 
on the possibility of a Kennedy- 
Khrushchev meeting. A spokes- 
man referred reporters to the 
statement by Salinger that 
“there are no plans for any such 
meeting at present.’’) 

There was no doubt here that 
Mr. Kennedy had taken the ini- 
tiative in putting out at least 
diplomatic feelers to Khrushchev 
about the possibility of a face 
to-face meeting. 

Change in Position. 

Shortly after Mr. Kennedy's 
election last November and even 
before his inaugural Jan. 20. 
there were repeated informal 
suggestions from Soviet diplo- 
matic sources that the time was 
ripe for a Kennedy-Khrushchev 
meeting 

Bur Mr. Kennedy's reaction at 
that time—especially before in- 
auguration—was completely neg- 
atvie, and it softened little after 
he took office. His advice to the 
Russians, given publicly and pri- 
vately, was that they should 
seek to improve the world at- 
mosphere: through traditional 
diplomatic channels. He went 
out of his way to emphasize his 
personal confidence in the 
United States Ambassador in 
Moscow, Llewellyn Thompson, as 
his plenipotentiary empowered 
to negotiate. 

Cuba and Laos in Balance. 

Now, in the wake of the dis- 
astrous anti-Castro invasion at- 
tempt in Cuba and the deteriora- 
tion of the Western position 
in Laos, the new President 
apparently has changed his mind 
to a considerable degree. “In- 
formed sources said he now felt 
that a’ talk at the highest level 
might be helpful to preservation 
of a truly neutral Laos ‘and for 
any progress toward an accept- 
able nuclear testing bar agree- 
ment.

The assertion was contained in 
a formal statement Soviet dele- 
gate Semyon K. Tsarapkin read 
into the record of the deadlocked 
‘nuclear conference at its 305th 
session. 

‘The Soviet Union has repeat- 
edly stated that (the French 
tests) complicate the reaching of 
an agreement” on a world-wide 
suspension of nuclear weapons 
testing, the Soviet statement 
said. ‘““‘This may force the Soviet 
Union to resume testing of nu- 
clear and hydrogen bombs.” 

Tsarapkin asked United States 
negotiator Arthur H. Dean and 
Sir Michael Wright of Britain to 
forward the Soviet statement to 
their governments.

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LAOS MILITARY. 
POLITICAL TALKS 
ROG DOWN AGAN 


BAN NAMONE, Laos, May 15 
(AP)—Military and political talks 
hetween Laotian government and 
rebel teams bogged down again 
today. 

Delegates from the govern- 
ment, Communist Pathet Lao 
and neutralist forces failed to 
reach agreement on any point 
in a two-hour session in this 
eweltering village in rehel ter- 
ritory 75 miles north of Vien- 
thane. 

The talks stalled again over 
whether to take up military or 
political issues first, and a gov- 
ernment proposal for the three 
rival factions to form their own 
cease-fire inspection teams to 
police the shaky truce punctu- 
ated with some continued fight- 
ing 

A government spokesman said 
the inspection proposal was re- 
jected by the rebels. Truce in- 
spection normally would be the 
function of the three-nation In- 
ternational Control Commission, 
but the group has been reluctant 
to go into the field because of 
limited orders and has confined 
itself to attending the talks here. 

Offers Concession, 

The government also offered 
@ concession in announcing it 
would be willing to hold military 
and political talks at the same 
time, instead of discussing mili- 
tary problems first. This conces- 
sion was rejected also. 

The Laotians decided to skip 
a day and not hold another for- 
mal session until Wednesday. 


Despite the continuing dead- 
lock, diplomatic observers saw 
signs the conferences could yet 
develop into some kind of sum 
mit gathering for top Laotian 
leaders, Gen. Phoumi Nosavan 
of the right-wing government, 
self-styled neutralist Prince Sou 
vanna Phouma and pro-Com- 
munist Prince Souphanouvong of 
the Pathet Lao were all still in 
Laos and showing no signs of 
leaving for the international 
conference in Geneva. 

Pathet Lao guns were re- 
ported still firing yesterday, in 
creasing their bombardment of 
Meo tribesmen isolated far be- 
hind rebel lines and throwing in- 
fantry charges against the Meo 
units. 

Diplomatic efforts to get the 
three top leaders together at 
Ban Namone ran into snags. A 
rebel radio statement yesterday 
said such a meeting was unlikely 
just now, pending lower-level 
discussions, 

The statement hinted that a 
meeting of the chiefs of the three 
factions was possible eventually. 
It said the gathering should be 
in Laos instead of abroad. 

The Vientiane government 
under Premier Boun Oum and 
Gen. Phoumi said it wanted to 
work out cease-fire control de- 
tails before discussing a coali- 
tion government. The Pathet Lao 
nad neutralist opposition wanted 
the priority reversed. 

There was a feeling, however, 
that adjustments could be made 
by either side. The rebel radio 
attributed to Souvanna Phouma 
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a list of proposals that gave 
prime importance to working out 
cease-fire and getting the 
Geneva conference going. 
Situation Fluid. 

Several veteran observers here 
felt the situation was still fluid 
and could take a new turn. But, 
as of the moment, the situation 
appeared to be moving slowly 
toward the idea of a top-level 
gathering at Ban Namone. 

The rebels have the upper 
hand on the battlefields, and 
Pathet Lao confidence at Ban 
Namone shows it. 


This confidence was displayed 
yesterday by its chief delegate, 
Nouhak Phoumsavan, who took 
a swipe at President Kennedy in 
his opening speech at the talks 
here. 

‘Despite United States, Thai, 
South Viet Namese, Philippine 
and Chinese Nationalist interven- 
tion,’ he said, ‘‘we have won 
and Kennedy was forced to call 
for a cease-fire.” 

There was no mention of the 
Geneva conference on the future 
of Laos, although the outcome of 
the talks in this village could 
affect the Geneva meeting. 

The only progress was the sub- 
mission of proposed agendas and 
an agreement to continue the 
talks today. The atmosphere was 
friendly, 

Cementing the alliance  be- 
tween the Pathet Lao and the 
neutralists, Prince Souvanov- 
vong, leader of the rebels and 
half-brother of Souvanna, an- 
nounced he is willing to join any 
coalition government formed un- 
der Souvanna. 

The announcement was made 
in a statement by the Neo Lao 
Haksat, political arm of the 
Pathet Lao, and relayed in a 
dispatch from Hanoi, capital of 
North Viet Nam, by the Soviet 
news agency Tass 

Che neutralists and the Pathet, 
Lao also handed the conference! 
a proposed agenda of eight items 
embodying many of their long-'

by chasing Souvanna into exile. 

The last item would pave the 
way for an end to United States 
military and other aid. Souvanna 
has not balked at accepting aid 
from the Soviet Union. 

As the rebels continued to 
hold back from negotiating 
cease - fire details, informed 
sources told of a new artillery 
barrage and three Pathet Lao in- 
fantry assaults against Meo 
guerrillas dug in at mountainous 
Padong. Padong is only 20 miles 
from Xieng Khouang, the rebel 
capital. 

At least one Meo was wounded 
in the fighting. The Meos and 
Pathet Laos both use American- 
made 75mm, guns. and 4.2-inch 
mortars.

Recipes to Prepare 
Food in Quantities 


For Large Groups

MOST OF THE WEEKS of the year the Monday and Thursday 
food sections of this newspaper are planned for the woman who 
is interested in feeding her family wisely and well, with a repre- 


sentation of recipes for 


entertaining. 


Today's pages are a 


variation from this pattern—they. are planned for the woman who 


must feed a crowd. 

It is not an easy task to choose 
the recipes which will best fill 
her needs, since they are so 
varied. She may be a hostess 
planning to entertain a larger- 
than-usual group, more inter- 
ested in making her party a 
success than in counting pennies. 
On the other hand, she may be 
the dinner chairman for a fund- 
raising supper at church or club 
(and she DOES need help, bless 
her heart — best advice, start 
with a good committee of stal- 
wart souls dedicated to seeing 
‘he whole thing through, no mat- 
‘er what). 

Recause of these diversified 
situations, this section makes no 
claim to being the final answer 
to every situation. It is neces- 
sarily a collection of recipes of 
many kinds, suitable for many 
different situations, offered in 
the hope that at least some of 
them will be of help.to every 
woman faced with this problem. 

Let’s start with a dish that 
night be served for luncheon, 
or Sunday supper — but is at 
ts best for an after-theatre or 
nidnight party.

Whoever invented it showed 
nore than a touch of genius, 
or this very old bubbling-hot 
cheese dish can be varied in- 
initely, taking on new character 
whenever it’s served. Known by 
many names, the Welsh Rabbit 
ippeared in English cookbooks 
from the seventeenth century on. 
Sometimes it was called Jacob- 
in’s Potage, or bubbling cheese, 
xr posset—but by any name it 
vas the same luscious dish.

Two Ways to Brew Good 
Coffee for a Crowd 


Accurate measurement is the 
most important step in brewing 
good coffee. For quantity brew- 
ing, the Coffee Brewing Institute 
suggests one pound of coffee and 
two gallons of water to brew 40 
five and one-half ounce servings, 
enough for 25 people. Use these 
figures as a basis for serving any 
number of guests. 

Here are step-by-step direc 
tions for brewing coffee in a 
kettle and in an urn. 

In a Kettle. 

1. Be sure kettle is spotlessly 
clean. 

2. Measure fresh cold water 
into pot. 

3. Measure regular grind coffee 
into clean cloth sack. (Before 
using sack, soak and rinse thor- 
oughly). Fill only half full to 
allow for expansion of coffee and 
free circulation of water. Tie 
sack. Allow enough cord for 
fastening to kettle handle. 

4. When water comes to rolling 
boil, reduce heat to hold just be- 
low boiling point. Fasten sack to 
pot handle. Submerge in water. 

5. Keep kettle on low heat.

STEEL CONTINUES 


NEW YORK, May 15 (AP) — 
The two-month improvement in 
the steel industry continued last 
week, the American Iron and 
Steel Institute reported today. 
But it was at a reduced rate. 

The output of the nation’s mills 
rose for the ninth straight week, 
closing in on the two million ton 
mark at 1,988,000. The 2.3 per 
cent increase over the previous 
week’s production of 1,943,000 
was just half the increase re- 
corded a week ago. 

For the fifth week production 
was at an 1l-month high point, 
demonstrating the generally held 
opinion that business is picking 
up smartly. Production has been 
up 15 of the 19 weeks this year. 

While industry leaders don’t 
anticipate any boom—production 
is running at about 70 per cent of 
estimated capacity—they point 
out that the latest figure is 43 
per cent above the low point 
touched during the winter. 

The steel operating rate is one 
of the sensitive indicators of the 
nation’s economy. 

Despite the latest improve- 
ment, production for the year to 
date totaled 30,975,000 tons or 35 
per cent below last year’s 47,- 
070,000 to the same date. 

The institute’s production in- 
dex, based on the average week- 
ly production for 1957-59, was 
106.7 compared with 104.3 the 
previous week. For the year to 
date the index was 87.5 compared 
with 135.6 for the similar 1960 
period.

U.N. TROOPS QUIT 
SOUTH KASAI DUE 
T0 TRIBAL WAR 


ZEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo. 
May 15 (AP)—The United Na- 
tions announced today its troops 
have withdrawn from South 
Kasai province because of new 
tribal warfare. 

U.N. civilian operations have 
also been suspended in the fam- 
ine-plagued province ruled by 
Albert Kaloniji. 

‘*Tribal fighting is not confined 
to a single place and keeps 
erupting like bubbles in boiling 
water,”’ said a U.N. spokesman. 

The decision to withdraw U.N. 
Ghanian soldiers based on the 
South Kasai capital of Bakwanga 
was taken in the light of the ex- 
perience at Port Francqui, 
where more than 40 U.N. troops 
were killed by soldiers under 
normal control of the central 
government. 

The Ghanian battalion based 
on Bakwanga will be relocated 
nearer its brigade headquarters 
in Luluabourg, in North Kasai. 

The U.N. has been engaged in 
famine relief work in South 
Kasai. A U.N. statement said 
negotiations are going on with 
Bakwanga authorities to insure 
that shipments of food and med- 
ical supplies are maintained. 

About 20 civilians, mostly doc- 
tors and famine relief workers, 
are involved in the U.N. with- 
drawal. 

The United Nations has almost 
20,000 troops and the U.N 
spokesman was asked why the 
Bakwanga garrison was not re- 
inforced. 

“It has been decided that it 
is unsafe to position troops in 
anything less than company 
strength in any exposed outpost,’ 
the U.N. spokesman explained. 


The Ghanians were scattered 
about in small groups and their 
commander has decided on this 
new disposition.’’ 

Kalonji’s troops have been 
raiding villages in an attempt to 
bring thme under the control 
of the Bakwanga authorities, he 
said. The villagers take to the 
bush, regroup and counterattack 
with bows and arrows, spears 
and homemade guns. 

On at least one occasion they 
have been successful in driving 
out the white-officered Kalonji 
troops, the spokesman reported. 

The Coquilhatville conference 
announced today a new name 
for this former Belgian colony: 
the Federal Republic of the 
Congo. 

This is the only decision so far 
to come out of this summit con- 
ference of Congolese politicians 
now in its third week and look- 
ing more and more like a tradi-

WASHINGTON, May 15—Pres- | 
ident Kennedy announced yes- | 
terday the offer to Bolivia by the | 
United States of nearly $10,000,- | 
000 in immediate economic and | 
relief aid. 

In a statement issued by the 
White House, the President said 
that through emergency loans 
and other commitments by the 
United States, West Germany 
‘and international organizations 
“a total of some $50,000,000 in 
free world assistance is pledged 
to Bolivia.” 

President Kennedy said the 
steps to aid Bolivia as a result 
of the recommendations of a 
special three-man mission “are 
just the beginning in the de- 
velopment of a long-range plan 
for the steady growth of the 
Bolivian economy.’’ 

Offer Accepted. 

The offer to supply funds to fi- 
nance equipment for Bolivia’s 
government-operated tin and oil 
industries, for the building of 
highways and for a school-lunch 
and family relief program was 
conveyed in a letter from Presi- 
dent Kennedy to President Victor 
Paz Estenssoro on May 8. The 
|reply from the Bolivian Presi- 
|dent, accepting the offer, was 
‘received Thursday, the White 
House said. | 

The President offered also to 
send to Bolivia a special repre- | 
sentative “to assist in carrying 
forward the program and espe- 
cially to try to insure that United 
States assistance, from all sourc- 
es, contributes effectively to the 
long-term development of the Bo- 
livian economy.” 

The new United States ambas- | 
sador to Bolivia, Ben S. Stephan- 
sky, a labor expert, is expected | 
to fly to his La Paz post soon. | 
He has participated in the Bo- | 
livian negotiations here. | 

Loan Not Included. 

In his letter to Paz, released 
yesterday, Mr. Kennedy stressed 
that on March 24 the United 
States had agreed to lend Bolivia 
$3,500,000 for tin mines ma- 
chinery. This loan is not includ- 
ed in the new $10,000,000 pack- 
age. 
| The tin mines loan, the Presi- 
dent said, is the United States 
contribution to the first phase 
‘of a “triangular” program to) 
rehabilitate Bolivia’s tin indus- | 
try. West Germany, Mr. Ken- 
nedy said, has offered a similar 
amount and the Inter-American 
| Development Bank soon will an- | 
_nounce its own contribution. 

Meanwhile, it was learned 
| that the Administration has de- 
cided to appoint Arturo Morales 
Carrion of Puerto Rico as tem- 
| porary United States representa- 
| tive to the Council of the Organi- 
zation of American States. 

Morales is now a deputy’ as- |

Look at the Whole Plan 


Everyone, I suppose, thinks too 
late of things that he wanted to say. 
The public discussion of the Land 
Use Plan held by the County Plan- 
ning Commission on study areas 10 
and 13 left me wishing I had 
spoken up. 

It wasn’t until the last portion of 
the open discussion that I began to 
feel a growing sense of unease. The 
early comments from the audience 
— from representatives of home- 
owners’ organizations and individ- 
uals — were constructive criticisms 
of the Land Use Plan. But towards 
the end of the discussion the speech- 
es from the audience began to take 
on quite a different tone. 


I suddenly realized that some of 
the speakers were making no pre- 
tense of being constructive, or even 
logical. They implied that the Plan- 
ning Commission and its staff were 
not only stupid, biased and incom- 
petent but even dishonest — the 
implication being that somehow the 
members of the commission were 
deliberately proposing a plan that 
was completely wrong, unconstitu- 
tional and socialistic.

It became increasingly apparent 
that several of the latter speakers 
were involved in real estate or had 
purchased land for speculative 
building. And more to the point, 
the aspects of the Land Use Plan 
they were violently objecting to 
were the very ones that I, as a resi- 
dent, had been particularly pleased 
to see in the plan. 


The sudden realization that came 
to me after the discussion was this: 
The opposition that many of us 
have to certain parts of the pro- 
posed Land Use Plan, added to op- 
position to the entire plan that a 
few have, can kill the whole plan. 
This will leave all of us in the un- 
incorporated areas in the mess we 
are now in, and which will cer- 
tainly grow worse. 

Without an accepted plan, the 
County Council will continue to be 
subject to the pressure of every 
land speculator and developer, 
which is nearly always better or- 
ganized than that of the residents 
of the area. 

If the entire county is not to lose 
this opportunity to plan for its 
growth, some things are going to 
have to be done—and quickly, for 
it’s late already.

The Planning Commission must 
get from the county assessor's ol- 
fice, perhaps through the assistance 
of Supervisor McNary, a statement 
of policy on tax assessment that 
will be applied to land not zoned 
for building if the plan is accepted 
and made into law. 

The Planning Commission must 
clarify its designations of the 
open and farm areas. Mr. Wagner 
and his staff indicated that there is 
general misunderstanding on this 
point, and a frank and clear state- 
ment would do a great deal in re- 
moving opposition. 

The residents of St. Louis county 
are going to have to make their 
general support of the plan known. 

No one can examine the entire 
Land Use Plan without finding 
many commendable elements in it. 
If we discard the entire plan be- 
cause of the specific weaknesses, 
we will really have thrown the baby 
out with the bathwater—and just 
when it shows every prospect of 
achieving a long and healthy 
growth.

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In a Political Thicket 


One of the unpleasant facts of representa- 
tive democracy is that it is not accurately rep- 
resentative: a vote in one place often does 
not equal a vote in another. The United States 
Supreme Court has heard arguments about 
malapportionment affecting voters in Tennes- 
see and has asked for reargtiment of the case 
in October. 

Few more complex political subjects have 
reached the court. The matter involves rela- 
tions between individuals and states, states 
and the Federal Government, individuals and 
the Government, and courts and legislatures. 
Fifteen years ago, when the court refused to 
intervene against unbalanced congressional 
districts in Illinois, Justice Frankfurter held 
that “courts ought not to enter this political 
thicket.” 


Recently, however, courts have begun to 
enter the thicket. The New Jersey Supreme 
Court faced a choice between upholding the 
state constitution on periodic redistricting, 
or interfering with the legislature. The court 
upheld the constitution and prompted the 
legislature to redistrict. 

” ~ o 

The federal Supreme Court itself set a kind 
of precedent last year. It ruled that Alabama 
could not gerrymander the boundaries of 
Tuskegee to deprive Negroes of votes there. 
If the courts can protect Negroes in such 
cases, why can it not protect all citizens? On 
this point Mr. Frankfurter saw a distinction 
between the Tuskegee case involving outright 
denial of voting rights, and the earlier Illinois 
case concerning only “a dilution of the 
strength” of votes. 


Dilution of votes is precisely the issue be- 
fore the court now. A group of Tennessee 
voters complains that the legislature has for 
60 years ignored a state constitutional require- 
ment for redistricting every 10 years. As a 
result, a third of Tennessee’s voters elect two 
thirds of each house of the legislature. Nash- 
ville’s mayor has stated that the average 
legislator in his city represents 55,000 per- 
sons, while one rural legislator represents a 
total of 17,298 cows, pigs, horses and people. 


By contrast, Missourians have less ground 
for complaint, though a vote in Carter county 
is worth 12 times as much as a St. Louis vote 
in the Missouri House. But a rural minority 
does dominate this state’s legislature, and in 
33 other states the upper chambers are con- 
trolled by less than 40 per cent of the popu- 
lation. 
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Unfortunately, rural control tends to per- 
petuate itself. Rural legislatures often refuse 
to redistrict their members out of office. Pop- 
ular reform is difficult and in Tennessee, 
which has no initiative provision, it is impos- 
sible. Congress has before it one bill to 
establish a fair formula for congressional 
districts, and another for a constitutional 
amendment requiring legislatures to base 
representation on population. But Congress 
itself is overbalanced in favor of rural voters. 


With so many avenues for reform closed 
to them, it is natural that voters should turn 
to the courts. In the Tennessee case, the 
plaintiffs have at least brushed aside some 
of the thicket. They are not challenging rep- 
resentation by area instead of by population, 
or demanding that a federal court rewrite 
the state constitution, or even principally 
that a federal court ought to uphold that 
constitution where state courts refuse to do so. 

What the Tennessee complainants do say 
is that the Fourteenth Amendment of the Fed- 
eral Constitution requires due process and 
equal protection of the law in each state. 
And despite legal and jurisdictional doubts 
surrounding the case, there is no doubt that 
these citizens are deprived of equal voting 
rights. So are many other Americans. If 
they cannot expect help from the courts, 
where have they to go? 


No Excuse for Wire-Taps 


Abundant evidence that judicial super- 
vision of wire-tapping is grossly ineffective 
was presented to the Senate Constitutional 
Rights subcommittee by Samuel Dash, former 
Philadelphia district attorney. In New York, 
for example, police by-pass tough judges when 
they want a court order to listen in on tele- 
phone conversations. Dash said they make 
thousands of wire-taps each year without any 
judicial authorization at all. Conditions are 
even worse in some other cities, he added; 
so bad in fact that “prominent persons were 
constantly afraid to use their telephones de- 
spite the fact that they were not engaged in 
any wrongdoing.” This is attributable to “the 
tremendous proportions” of private telephone 
eavesdropping for the stealing of business 
information and the like. 

Here is a powerful argument that instead 
of giving further color of legality to wire-taps 
—as would be done under bills introduced 
by Senator Dodd of Connecticut and Senator 
Keating of New York—Congress and legisla- 
tures, too, should be considering ways of pre- 
venting these gross violations of privacy. 

It simply is not logical to argue as did Ed- 
ward S. Silver, Brooklyn’s district attorney, 
that if wire-tapping is “a dirty business” so 
are murder, extortion, bribery and organized 
gambling. That simply is the old contention 
that two wrongs make a right. That advo- 
cates of wire-tapping repeatedly fall back on 
this false reasoning may be a measure of the 
weakness of their case. 


Help for People, Not Regimes 

The Senate demonstrated maturity of judg- 
ment in voting to give President Kennedy 
authority to furnish economic assistance to 
Eastern European satellites of the Soviet 
Union if he determines such aid would help 
weaken their ties with Moscow. Two years 
ago the Senate voted to give President Eisen- 
hower the same authority, so there is nothing 
partisan about the measure. The HouSe has 
not acted on the proposal. 


The legislation would amend the Battle 
Act, which severely restricts assistance to a 
country that sends strategic materials to Rus- 
sia or Soviet-dominated countries or to Red 
China. Removal of the pertinent restrictions 
would give the Administration leeway; it 
would not mean indiscriminate aid to the 
Communists. Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Ken- 
nedy believe, rightly, that occasions some- 
times arise when the United States could help 
captive peoples, as opposed to their Red 
rulers, and that the Government should be 
able to take advantage of such opportunities. 


It is to be hoped that the House will act 
in as statesmanlike a manner as the Senate 
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when the measure comes before it. This 
would enable the Administration to move 
quickly into such situations as present them- 
selves. Those who condyct our foreign policy 


should be given every help in waging eco-: 


nomic warfare. 


The Aldermen’s Budget 


The Aldermen have approached the city’s 
financial problem like men who want to have 
their cake and eat it too. Evidently they hope 
to grant the 10 per cent pay increase for city 
employes that was recommended by the Civil 
Service Commission but they do not want to 
have to lift property taxes to finance it. 

If the Aldermen had cut $2,500,000 out of 
the $74,765,000 budget presented to them by 
the Board of Estimate, the city would have 
had a balanced budget and the employes 
would have had their extra money. The Esti- 
mate Board’s proposal called for spending 
about $5,000,000 more than the city actually 
paid out last year, so the Aldermen ought to 
have had elbow room for some intelligent 
cost-trimming. 

But instead they could find only $500,000 
susceptible of being eliminated easily. The 
resulting $74,265,000 budget is balanced and 
the municipal tax rate remains steady. But 
$2,000,000 of the salary bill still remains to 
be financed. Under the Charter the Alder- 
men have to accept or reject the salary pack- 
age in its entirety, and if they accept it then 
they must assume responsibility for financing 
it. Where will the money come from? 


Substantially all of it could be raised by 
additional levies on property. The Board still 
can add to the overall property tax 2 cents for 
health, 2 for recreation and 9 for hospital 
purposes. But politically the most attractive 
source is the license tax field. It is new and 
untapped. The Charter amendment approved 
last April permits the Aldermen to levy on 
some 600 businesses and callings instead of 
the 88 they were limited to in the past. 


But if these sources cannot produce $2,000,- 
000 at a reasonable rate of taxation—and 
some City Hall budget experts think $500,000 
may be a top yield—the Aldermen may be 
sorry that they did not adopt a more stringent 
attitude when they had the budget before 
them. Especially so if they have to round 
out the pay rise financing by pushing up the 
property tax. 


More Men of Courage 


Although the Missouri House defeated the 
public accommodations bill, the vote still 
was encouraging enough to suggest an effort 
to revive the measure. The bill to prevent 
racial and religious discrimination in public 
lodging, dining and entertainment facilities 
fell only seven votes short of passage. The 
vote was 72 to 41, with 79 needed for ap- 
proval. It is a credit to the sound case of 
the sponsor, Representative White of St. 
Louis, and the Human Rights Commission, 
that the bill came so close to acceptance. 


Aside from the 41 negative votes, 44 legis- 
lators simply ducked the controversial issue. 
Ten voted present, 34 were absent. Repre- 
sentative Ames of St. Louis had told the 
House, “We need 79 men of courage here to- 
day to pass this bill.” And 72 men of courage 
appeared. The next time there ought to be 
seven more men who will find the courage 
to vote against dicrimination. 


Another Look at Washington Ave. 


Public Service Co.’s rebuttal to the Traffic 
Division’s plan for removing most bus lines 
from Washington avenue is strong enough to 
suggest that the city ought to re-examine both 
its objectives and the means it proposes for 
attaining them. 

As we understand it, the Traffic Division’s 
aim is to assist pedestrians in crossing Wash- 
ington safely, and to alleviate traffic conges- 
tion. Some 32,000 pedestrians cross the street 
in a typical 12-hour day; at the same time 
13,000 vehicles use it. Installing a system of 
synchronized electric traffic signals on Wash- 
ington at Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth 
and Eleventh streets ought to help. This part 
of the Traffic Division’s proposal is reason- 
able enough: 

The Division may be going too far in decid- 
ing in addition to take west busses off Wash- 
ington and to remove the bus loading zones. 
This ‘would substantially increase the capacity 
of the street for vehicles, more than a third 
of which are going through downtown, not to 
or from it. But should not downtown streets 
be used to move the maximum number of 
people, rather than vehicles? This is Public 
Service Co.’s philosophy, and we are inclined 
to adhere to it. And as the company says, 
“traffic engineering. that seeks to move 
vehicles without regard to the number of 
people involved is detrimental to the commer- 
cial and social welfare of the community.” 

The company makes several other points 
that deserve close study. For one thing, its 
experience shows that rerouting transit lines 
invariably produces a decline in passengers. 
This results in increased use of the private 
automobile and greater traffic congestion. 
So the Traffic Division might very well be 
adding to its problem, not easing it. 

Then there is the question of the proper 
primary use of Washington east of Twelfth. 
Should it be employed as a through traffic 
artery, rather than as a means of serving 
people with downtown destinations? Would 
this not tend to make downtown less accessi- 
ble and consequently tend to depress property 
values? Public Service Co. has raised a num- 
ber of important public policy questions suf- 
ficient to require that the proposal be studied 
further. 


Death on the Track 


The Indianapolis speedway claimed its fif- 
ty-third victim, Tony Bettenhausen, even be- 
fore the start of the 500-mile Memorial Day 
race. The fatal crash, incidentally, was Bet- 
tenhausen’s twenty-ninth racing accident. 
Obviously the drivers in this rather dull con- 
test are aware of its risks. Indeed one of 
them has said that without risks there would 


be no thrills. And perhaps more than a few 


of the spectators feel that way, too. Or does 
the big crowd turn out only to watch the cars 
drone by so-often that it is hard to know, 
without benefit’ of announcements, which 
drivers are contending for the lead and which 
are in the ruck? The race never did strike 
us as very sporting, nor is it an example of 
high respect for human life,

Controlling Old Man River 


Recent Floods Call Attention to Mammoth Projects Under Way in St. Louis Area 


From St. Louis Commerce 


An engineering drama of heroic pro- 
portions unmatched in Mississippi 
river history is unfolding with steadily 
quickening tempo on an 1l-mile stage 
along the St. Louis riverfront. 

Billed as the $130,000,000 St. Louis 
Flood Protection Project, biggest thing 
of its kind ever authorized by Con- 
gress, it opened two years ago and 
has seyen more years to run. 

It is a “first-run’”’ production des- 
tined by 1968 to secure this ‘Queen 
Inland Port’ against. the ravages of 

Old Man River up 
to flood stages of 

The Mirror 2 feet — equal to 

the highest ever 
of recorded here. And 
there’s a_ vitally 
important $12,000,- 
000 “‘side show” to 
this  $130,000,000 
drama, namely, a coincident five-foot 
elevation of a long-established 47-foot 
levee system on the opposite Illinois 
shore. 

Thus, $142,000,.000 is being ex- 
pended here to protect vast riverfront 
industrial complexes equally on both 
sides of the river. (Happily, St. Louis, 
Mo., proper is well above highest flood 
stages.) 

What about the $130,000,000 ‘‘main 
show”’? 

Cast in the starring role is the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers, St. 
Louis District, which is supervising a 
gigantic job under direct authority of 
federal law. To date it has let $7,300,- 
000 in construction contracts for work 
already done or in progress, and by 
June 30 of this year it will let an esti- 
mated $10,000,000 more in similar con- 
tracts—leaving more than $100,000,000 
yet to come, 

Major supporting roles in the drama, 
meanwhile, are being enacted by: 

The City of St. Louis, which ear- 
marked $7,500,000 for this project in 
its mammoth $110,000,000 bond issue of 
1955 and to date has spent $1,612,356 
of its share, leaving $5,887, 644 to go.

Entitled “‘Bene- 
fits Resulting From Damages Prevent- 
ed at Project Design Flood Stage, 52 
Feet,” the display presents these 
figures:

Industries— — — — 258,600,000 
Commercial — — — 1,300,000 
Residential — — — 300,000 


Total — — — —$277,000,000 


A flood of that magnitude would 
match the all-time record inundation of 


1844; hence existence of the now- 
building flood protection could, in one 
flood, prevent damages in excess of 
twice the cost of the entire project, 


A seven-year battle climaxed in mid- 
1955 when President Eisenhower signed 
the bill authorizing the project cover- 
ing 11 miles of the riverfront from 
Maline creek on the north to Chippewa 
street on the south, tying in with, but 
excluding, the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial area, 


Included are to be seven miles of 
concrete floodwalls, four miles of 
earth-filled levees; 34 ‘‘closure struc- 
tures’’ to be left open in times of nor- 
mal water level; 44 sewer alterations, 
and more than a score of pumping 
stations to handle stormwater and 
sewage in times of flood. 


Structures involved in the program, 
therefore, are all designed to protect 
against a flood of 52 feet on the St. 
Louis gauge, on which flooding begins 
at 35 feet and then develops rapidly. 
The area to be protected will include 
approximately 3200 acres of concen- 
trated industrial development and 
some relatively undeveloped acreage. 

Without this protection, an aggregate 
of $30,000,000 damage was caused by 
the floods of 1943, 1944, 1947 and 1951.

Between Book Ends _ He Censured McCarthy 


SENATOR FROM VERMONT, by 
Ralph E. Flanders, (Little, Brown, 
312 pgs. $5.) 


Former Senator Flanders, now 80 
years old, records the highlights of 
an extraordinarily active life in this 
autobiography. A poor boy who 
achieved renown as a ‘mechanical en- 
gineer, Mr. Flanders became inter- 
ested in public service in his later 
years. He was elected to the Senate 
in the Republican resurgence of 1946 
and served two terms. His attitudes 
in the Senate were those of a moder- 
ately conservative industrialist; he is 
best known to the public perkaps for 
his resolution to censure Senator Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin. 

The former Senator’s resolution, 
which marked the beginning of the 
end for the Wisconsin demagogue, was 
not the product of a strong reaction 
against McCarthy and his methods,

He thought, 
however, that McCarthy’s publicizing 
of “small details’’ of Communism at 
home diverted attention from the 
alarming international advances of 
Communism, He therefore began a 
campaign for McCarthy’s censure and 
removal from his committee chairman- 
ship. The fact that Senator Flanders 
was a Republican like McCarthy was 
what made his resolution a sensation. 
Senator Flanders says he “never 
had any personal animus against the 
unfortunate Wisconsin Senator,” and 
resumed friendly personal relations 
with him shortly after the censure. He 
appraises McCarthy this way: 
“Joe McCarthy was indeed a man 
to be pitied. The burden he bore was 
that of a deep inferiority complex. 
For this he found relief in bullying

Midwest Assembly on Na- 
tional Goals Ends Four-

The St. Lows University Mid- 
west Assembly on Nationa! Goals 
vesterday recommended that the 
issue of Red China's admission 
to the United Nations, upon con- 
ditions satisfactory to the U.N, 
be permitted to come to dehate. 

In the last seven years the 
United States has opposed let- 
ting Red China's admission come 
to debate. President Kennedy 
said in April this policy had 
not changed but indicated that 
it might. 

The recommendation on the 
controversial Red China question 
was one of a number made by 60 
participants from 13 states at the 
end of a four-day conference at 
Pere Marquette Lodge, near 
Grafton, Ul. Columbia University 
was joint sponsor of the assembly 

In a statement representing the 
concensus of the group, the as- 
sembly urged continued support 
of the United Nations and urged 
that the Linited States “preserve 
its position’’ in Berlin and For 
Mmosa by whatever measures are 
necessary, so there will be no 
doubt of American intentions 

The recommendations followed 
discussion of problems in the 
fields of equality of opportunity, 
health and welfare, economic 
growth, urban living and world 
affairs. The 1960 report of the 
President's Commission on Na 
tional Goals was used as back 
ground 

On another controversial is 
sue, the assembly favored a so- 
cial security approach to the 
financing of medical care in cer 
tain areas. This recommenda 
tion, at variance with the posi 
tion of the American Medica! 
Association, was as follows 

To safeguard human dignity 
the financing of unforeseen and 
often catastrophic medical ex 
penses, particularly for the aged, 
should be sought through an ex 
pansion of the Social Security 
laws, understanding that the 
right of the patient to select his 
own physician should not be 
abridged.”’ 

However, the Assembly agreed 
that in solving health and wel 
fare problems the individual, 
family, school and church should 
accept a responsibility exclusive 
of ‘‘any assistance from any gov- 
ernmental agency.”

Muehlbauer and Litchfield waived 
preliminary hearing and will be 
tried June 5 in Wake county 
superior court. 

Also charged in the case was 
Lou Barshak of New York, a 
Los Angeles State player whom 
officers called the contact man 
in the conspiracy. . Los Angeles 
police were asked to hold him 
for extradition. 

The State Bureau of Investiga- 
tion has not said outright that 
more warrants will be issued. 
But SBI director Walter Ander- 
son has hinted that more arrests 
may be made. 

Anderson said yesterday he re- 
ceived a telegram from the New 
York City District Attorney's 
office saying Niewierowski was 
being held there as a ‘‘material 
witness.”’ 

“I don't know exactly what 
the New York officials meant by 
‘material witness,’"’ he added. 
And he said that he could not at 
this time link any one of the 
four players with the New York

case. 

Last month, 11 players from 
six different schools were dis- 
closed by New York District 
Attorney Frank Hogan to have 
heen involved in fixing games.

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Some Tough Talk 
By FCC Chairman 


NEW YORK, May 15. 

NEWTON N. MINOW, chairman of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, has done the unforgivable thing for a 
man in his position. He has watched television. Already, the 
wiseacres on Madison avenue are spreading the word that 
the man’s an amateur in 
Broadcasting. If he were a 
professional, he'd go 
yachting with the broad- 
casters whose affairs he 
regulates (as did one of his 
predecessors) or drink with 
them and be rewarded 
with a fat legal job after 
his tenure of office is over. 
Minow’s tough talk to the 
broadcasters, probably the 
toughest speech ever made 
by an FCC chairman in 
office, will be followed— 
you mark my words—by a 
fog of propaganda from 
the broadcasters which 
will follow these lines: 
First, it is un-American 
for the chairman of a 
regulatory commission to 
regulate. Second, it is a 
violation of the first 
amendment for the chairman of the FCC to look at television 
(none of the others did) or to harbor opinions about it. Third— 
this has been the battle cry against the critics the last couple 
of years—he doesn’t understand the economics of broadcasting.

(The broadcasting industry earns a mere $1,- 
100,000,000 a year with a mere $222,000,000 profit, and 
how can you expect anything good for that kind of 
money?) Trying to put good programming on is con- 
sidered censorship, and maintaining the general level 
of mediocrity is freedom of the press. That’s the way 
these guys argue. 


The charges Minow made against TV programming—‘‘A 
procession of game shows, violence, audience participation 
shows, formula comedies about totally unbelievable families, 
blood and thunder, mayhem, violence, sadism, murder, west- 
ern badmen, western good men, private eyes, gangsters, 
more violence and cartoons. And endless commercials’’—have 
all been made before by TV critics and by various other edi- 
torial writers and just plain people. 

But this blast is different because it comes from the head 
of the FCC, a man usually seduced or intimidated or both by 
the lobbyists and propagandists of the broadcasting industry. 
There was the clear threat that if the broadcasters didn’t do 
something about cleaning their houses, licenses would not be 
renewed. Well, I’ve heard that before and nothing has ever 
happened. We shall just have to wait and see. 

While everything Minow said was not only true but glar- 
ingly obvious (and it’s very difficult to state the obvious), the 
remedies are not so simple, so long as the business is run the 
way it is. I mean personal sponsorship of particular programs. 
If I were a manufacturer of toothpaste, which sponsored a 
television program, I’m afraid I too would go along with the 
mob and sponsor a private eye or a situationer (as they 
call them) or some other popular program. It’s asking too 
much of the toothpaste manufacturers to sponsor an unpopu- 
lar program, although many of them do just that—more’s the 
wonder of it. 


It’s the system that’s wrong. No single sponsor 
should have the ownership or responsibility of any 
single program. And I’m willing to venture the pre- 
diction that no amount of railing from either critics or 
FCC chairmen is going to change the dismal picture 
of TV programming. No cigarette sponsor is going 
to give a tinker’s dam about what other programs 
are on the air, only his own. The solution, I’m con- 
vinced, is the British system with the insertion of ads 
as in magazines. The station or network can then 
take its total revenue and bring about some semblance 
of unity and sanity in its total programming. 


“The squandering of our air waves is no less important 
than the lavish waste of any precious natural resource,” 
said Minow. I’m: pleased he put it like that; waste is the 
proper word for it. Television is a national treasure and it 
should be used for something- besides the waste of time. It 
should not be used as a soporific, draining the national energy 
and blanking the national imagination. 

Newton Minow is a courageous man to state these glaring 
truths. Now let us see how the broadcasters plan to grapple 
with these uncomfortable truths and the man who uttered 
them. As for the threat not to renew a license just because the 
licensee asks for it in perpetuity, we should all live so long 
as to see a single license revoked.

A ST. LOUIS REPORTER un- 
accustomed to movie stars once 
was in the same room, large but 
crowded, with the late Gary 
Cooper. Almost every person in 
the room was out of his element 
because the gathering place was 
at a South Pacific base during 
World War II and no wartime 
American serviceman forgets he 
is a civilian on loan to the Army. 
The men would have been hap- 
pier to meet Cooper on a corral 
fence, stateside. 

They gathered in the room on 
time, Army style, meaning they 
got there early and waited. They 
waited five minutes past 
Cooper’s scheduled time to ap- 
pear. When the movie star did 
enter the room the reporter- 
soldier was jolted into civilian 
habits of observing and noting. 
Surprise did it. He had been 
expecting an old cow-hand, per- 
haps with a little store-bought 
polish. 

“Cooper appeared in the door- 
way,”’ the reporter recalled re- 
cently. ‘He didn’t come into the 
room right away, though. He 
stood in the doorway and looked 
around and while he paused 
there, smiling, he lit a cigarette. 
Then he came into the room, 
certain of himself, courteous. 

“One word fitted him. De- 
bonair.”’ 

Cooper was touring Pacific 
bases then, entertaining the 
troops. He was in his early 40s. 
He had been, on the screen, 
more heroes than there were in 
the room or maybe on the whole 
island but almost invariably he 
was one style of hero. Gary 
Cooper’s style. Strong, but may- 
be just a mite troubled. Alone, 
likely as not. Silent often, mak- 
ing every word extra valuable 
when he did speak. The heroes 
Cooper played would rather have 


a been caught dead than debonair. 


They’d have taken it as an in- 
sult to the family. 

Cooper did not object. He was 
debonair—courteous and gay. He 
was debonair without connota- 
tions. Errol Flynn was debonair, 
with connotations. The differ- 
ence between debonair, with and 
without connotations, is that 
after 35 years as a Hollywood 
star Cooper could have passed 
the exams for chaperon duty at 
a girls’-school prom. 

When it became known in 
April that Cooper was dying of 
cancer the news-wire services 
provided biographical material 
on Cooper. That is a morbid 
business, past-tense thinking and 
interviewing and writing about 
a man not yet dead, but it did 
give Cooper’s friends one con- 
solation, another chance to 
speak well of him while he was 
alive. All the things said about 
him before he died Saturday 
bore out what the critics said 
for years: Cooper was at his 
best in the movies playing him- 
self. A strong character. 

James Bacon, the Associated 
Press’s respected Hollywood re- 
porter, recalled Director William 
Wyler’s comment that ‘‘He’s a 
superb actor, a master of movie 
acting; he’s much better than 
even he realizes.’ 

“A lot of Broadway's greatest 
actors have learned that to their 
dismay,” Bacon wrote. ‘‘A look 
or a quivering lip from Cooper 
has stolen many a scene from 
studied actors. 

*“‘Joel McCrea, no slouch in 
that department himself, calls 
Cooper the greatest exponent of 
the manure-kicking school of 
acting. 

“McCrea says the technique 
started in the silent films with 
Charles Ray. Ray, who broke 
box office records playing a 
farm boy, used to stand bare-

foot in the barnyard kicking the 
dirt while bashfully muttering 
some phrase like, ‘Aw shucks, 
Miss Nancy.’ 

“*Ray did it the hard way, 
barefooted,’ explains McCrea. 
‘Coop perfected the method with 
cowboy boots.’ Coop liked that 
description of his acting meth- 
od.” 

Cooper liked it but he cleaned 
it up, too. McCrea called it 
“‘manure-kicking,”” Cooper called 
it “‘dust-kicking.”” Cooper, the 
Montana cowboy on the screen, 
could accept McCrea’s diction 
but Cooper, the son of proper 
English parents, had to choose 
milder words. 

Cooper’s mother and father 
came to Montana from England 
when in their 20s. The elder 
Cooper became a thorough Wes- 
terner, proud to stand in Mon- 
tana’s wide open spaces and 
think of himself as a rancher 
able to lose London in one cor- 
ner of his open range. Cooper’s 
father was a town man essen- 
tially, though; he depended up- 
on his law practice for a living 
and eventually he became a 
judge of the Montana Supreme 
Court. 

Cooper was a town boy, es- 
sentially but not by preference. 
Six years ago Cooper and a col- 
laborator wrote about Cooper 
for the Saturday Evening Post 
and it required eight install- 
ments to cover the cowboy-actor 
satisfactorily. Supposedly more 
complex personalities have been 
accommodated in less space but 
Cooper needed room, mainly for 
anecdotes he’d been keeping to 
himself 30 years or so. He went 
into detail about his mother’s 
role in his life. 

Mrs. Cooper’s major decision 
was that Montana’s virtues did 
not quite make up for Montane 
manners. She sent her two sons 
to England and there they 
stayed for three years, receiv- 
ing English schooling. The Coop- 
er brothers benefitted in several 
ways. The immediate benefit 
was a dandy running fight all 
the way home, the first day they 
returned to a Montana school 
wearing English schoolboy

clothing. 

The oui benefit turned out 
to be useful mainly to the young- 
er brother. Gary Cooper’s ac- 
cent was smoothed-out Western, 
sort of a draw! that had learned 
to make itself comfortable in a 
parlor and not disturb the East- 
erners with its twang. Cooper's 
speech habits had a country- 
wide neutrality after combining 
Montana with three years of 
school in England and three 
years at Grinnell College in 
Iowa, in addition to home influ- 
ence. 

His career in the movies 
was partly the result of a boy- 
hood accident, partly the re- 
sult of his father’s law prac- 
tice, partly the result of 
Cooper’s misguided notion he 
was an artist. There were 
large elements of luck in the 
factors. The strongest element 
of all seems to be that at 
various stages people able to 
help Cooper did, because they 
liked him. That is not a senti- 
ment Hollywood became fa- 
mous for but Cooper, quietly 
moralizing, tried to stress it 
in later years. 


He got into movies because 
he was a great horseman and 
he was unshakeable in a saddle 
because he broke a hip when 
he was a boy. The break was 
diagnosed as a ligament injury. 
Walking was painful so he was 
allowed to ride a horse, and 
spare himself the labor of walk- 
ing. That made sense to Montana 
doctors, on horseback. He 
learned to anticipate a horse’s 
move, to ease jolts to the hip. 

Judge Cooper took on an es- 
tate case in California in 1924. 
The settlement took time and 
young Cooper joined his family. 
He wanted to see California and 
he believed that Los Angeles 
newspapers were entitled to see 
his work as a cartoonist. They 
saw it, and showed him the door. 
He became a movie actor when 
he met friends from Helena, 
working as extras on Poverty 
Row. 

Poverty Row was Neanderthal 
television, a factory for the 
movies’ silent Westerns. The In- 
dians went in one end chasing 
the cowboys and three days 
later the cowboys came out the 
other end, chasing the Indians 
with a completed movie. Cooper 
got $5 for riding a horse, $10 
for falling off a horse, and he 
heard that Tom Mix made $15,- 
000 a week. When he became a

star in the late 1920s he ad- 
mitted that was the determining 
influence, the tale of Tom Mix’s 
$15,000 a week, and he never 
was persuaded to change it, to 
say a Muse bit his ear or put 
a burr under his saddle. 

He was 6-3, and gangly. He 
also was one of the lucky men, 
a man able to wear any hat. 
Only a few men can do that. 
Churchill can. Cooper could. 
Cooper wore a Stetson better 
than any man in the Goldwyn 
West but old newspaper photos 
show he wore a derby equally 
well, and a Park avenue snap- 
brim, too. 

Clara Bow liked his style with 
a hat and a horse and she in- 
sisted that he be featured with 
her in a picture, after he had 
galloped around in the back- 
ground of a previous Clara Bow 
epic. Cooper had a brief, un- 
comfortable period of being 
known as the “It Boy” but he 
survived. He underwent one 
greater wrestle with his soul in 
1925. He changed his name from 
Frank Cooper, the name he was 
given on May 7, 1901, to Gary. A 
woman press agent talked him 
into it. When he decided that he 
actually liked Gary better than 
Frank he did the honest, Cooper 
thing. He had his name legally 
changed to Gary. 


Cooper was a star within a 
year or so after being hired as 
an extra. Sound movies made 
him a bigger star. His voice was 
not only manly, it was strong. 
The early, inefficient micro- 
phones defeated many actors but 
Cooper could make the mikes 
hear him, over his horse. He 
didn’t claim. he was good, but he 
was loud. 

He never did have to claim 
he was good. The public 
claimed it for him. He was in 
Hollywood 35 years and was 
a star for 34 years. He won 
two Oscars, in “Sergeant 
York” and “High Noon.” In 
1939 he was the first movie 
star to be the highest-paid in- 
dividual in the United States, 
more than $400,000. That was 
an accomplishment Hollywood 
could understand and re 

He is survived by his daughter, 
Maria, and his wife, the former 
Virginia Balfe, his only wife. All 
Hollywood had to respect the 
Coopers, regardless of whether 
all Hollywood could understand 
making a career of one mar- 
riage. 

Richard Arlen understood it, 
or understood Cooper. 

“Some people,” said Arlen, 
“are just born nice guys an 
nothing—not even Hollywood— 
can change it.”

Tells of Two Days of Fighting on Cuban Beachhead 


Participant Says Invaders Met Little Resistance at First, Then Were Attacked by Planes, Tanks

This is the second of three 
dispatches by Cuban Freedom 
Fighter Manuel Penabaz, based 
on notes from his diary. Pana- 
baz escaped from the embat- 
tled beachhead in Cuba with 
four other men on a raft and 
after nearly six days adrift was 
picked up by an American 
freighter and landed in Corpus 
Christi, Tex. Yesterday he 
told of his training in Guate- 
mala. Today, he deals with 
the embarkation from Nica- 
ragua for the invasion and the 
battle on the beachhead.

APRIL ll, 1961, Puerto Ca- 
bezas, Nicaragua—Despite the 
long wait for this day, it some- 
how doesn’t seem so different. 
Could it be that our bodies and 
our emotions have already died 
a little? 

Certainly the weeks of one 
emotional impact after another 
have left their scar and the skin 
surrounding our beings is like 
that of a crocodile. Still, the 
significance of the day in the 
history of Cuba—and perhaps 
the entire world—does not es- 
cape us. We are here, a trained 
and armed force, ready to 
strike. 

I am writing this aboard our 
ship, the Atlantico of the Garcia 
Lines, a Cuban company: It is a 
floating scrap heap, a resur- 
rected Liberty ship that looks 
like it may be making its last 
voyage. Suddenly the lifeless 
decks of the ship have been 
covered by sleeping bags, with 
men clutching Garands and ma- 
chine guns and mortars, and 
echoing to obscenities and 
curses. 

The scenes of the past few 
hours flicker through my mind 
like a moving picture. When we 
left Retalhuleu (Guatemala) in 
seven transport planes this 
morning, none suspected that our 
destination was Nicaragua. Our 
group was made up of the Third 
Battalion,, heavy mortars and 
chiefs of staff. All of us were 
bound for this ship, the Atlantico. 


From the ship we can see the 
guard—our men, Nicaraguan po- 
lice and soldiers—patrolling the 
dock, the only one in this small 
town. Not only do they. prevent 
anyone from entering, but they 
also prevent those on the ship 
from leaving. 

Some of the first arrivals here 
managed to get ashore and 
“‘make the rounds” of the bars, 
and now practically everyone 
wants to do the same. But our 
leaders say no, and the sentries 
look like they mean to enforce 
it. 

Five other ships in our flo- 
tila can be seen scattered 
around the bay. It gives me a 
sensation of security to see 
these ships, knowing that there 
are hundreds of other men, 
ready as we are, to attack; 
knowing that never before in 
Latin America has an invasion 
force such as this been as- 
sembled. They say that aboard 
some of the ships are five 
modern tanks, aviation gaso- 
line, bombs, guns—and the best 
trained force in Latin America. 

I feel sure of our victory. Be- 
sides, God is with us. We will 
win. 


APRIL 13—We are still waiting. 


Cuba on a raft. 


Twice we have left port and 
sailed to the open sea, only to 
return at night to load more 
munitions and material. We have 
already been given a send-off by 
Anastasio Somoza, chief of the 
armed forces of Nicaragua. We 
were resting on the deck when 
we heard a commotion and saw 
a group of Nicaraguan officers 
on the dock. One stood out—a 
tall and strong man with a “‘sim- 
patica’”’ face and easy smile and 
stars on his shoulder boards. A 
buzz swept the ship: “It is Tac- 
hito, Tachito (nickname of 
Somoza).”” Many applauded, but 
a priest alongside me said wryly, 
“We are touring the democratic 
countries of America.”’ 

“Give it to them good,” Tac- 
hito said. 

Many of the ships—there were 
three at dockside—remained 
silent, (the passengers’) faces 
reflecting their distaste for the 
unexpected visitor, It strikes me 
that this is one of the concessions 
we must make to attack the Com- 
munist tyranny. Only two of our 
men disembarked to greet Tac- 
hito—Pelayo Cuervo and Sefarino 
Prez Carril. 


APRIL 14—The flotilla is 
steaming towara our date with 
destiny. Our ships are in single 
file. Two destroyers—I think 
they are North American—flank 
us. The sensation is of an au- 
thentic war convoy. All the ships 
are blacked out tonight and 
smoking has been forbidden 
since we left Puerto Cabezas 
two days ago since we are a 
floating powder keg. Not even 
the ship’s kitchens are operating 
and our meals are all cold. 

Today, Jose San Roman called 
us to the officers’ mess and 
briefed the staff on our plan of 
attack. All of us were surprised 
that the Bay of Pigs had been 
selected for the landing—it was 
the first any of us had heard 
about it. I personally thought we 
were going to land at Pinar del 
Rio. Nonetheless, after listening 
to the details of the plan, I 
thought it was perfect. San Ro- 
man also told us that. we were 
going to destroy the airports at 
Rancho Boyeros, San Antonio de 
los Banos, Campo Lebertad, 
Managua, San Julian, Camaguey, 
Santiago de Cuba, Santa Clara, 
Cienfuegos, and Batabano—the 
last two the day we actually hit 
the beaches. 

We were told that the under- 
ground was to destroy. the 
bridges and declare a general 
strike throughout the island. We 
were told we would have an air 
umbrella over us at all times so 
as to guarantee that the sky 
would always be ours. 


APRIL 15—The invasion force 
has suffered its first casualty. 
The son of our Spanish captain 
was trying the 50-caliber machine 
gun on the stern. The gun fell 
from its stand and three shots 
rang out, killing one man—a ra- 
dio operator in the Third Battal- 
ion—and injuring two others. We 
buried him at sea. Those bullets 
that killed one and maimed two 
others could have cost the lives 
of all of us had they ripped 
through the deck and hit the ex- 
plosives in the hold. 


APRIL 17—We are entrenched 
on Cuban soil, and here we will 
stay. All our men now are on 
Cuban soil, with all their equip- 
ment, part of our provisions, mu- 
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HERE IS a neat hand played 
many years ago by the Vien- 
nese expert, Siegfried Klausner. 
Not many declarers would have

nitions and arms. In less than 24 
hours, we have already driven 
26 miles inland. In the first 
clashes, the enemy suffered 
heavy casualties and retreated 
without resistance. 

The first to engage the enemy 
were the 180 men of Battalion 
Two under command of Eneido 
Oliva, the most all-around officer 
in our force. Reinforced by 75- 
millimeter cannons and 50-mm. 
machine guns and a 4.2 mortar 
from the heavy weapons battal- 
ion, they engaged a militia force 
of 15 or 20 trucks and six tanks— 
including Stalin tanks—a few 
hours after landing on Red 
Beach (the rebel designation for 
a sector of Giron beach). 


Though the enemy force con- 
sisted of several thousand men, 
they were completely routed and 
we captured intact two tanks 
without any resistance — the 
militiamen apparently were sim- 
ply frightened by our onslaught. 

When we found we did not 
know how to drive the tanks, we 
had to burn them on the spot. 
Reports are streaming into our 
command. past on Blue Beach 
and all the reports are encourag- 
ing—the enemy is disorganized 
and putting up a ridiculous re- 
sistance. Spirits are high in the 
command post. 


APRIL 18—Early today Battal- 
ion Two pulled back to Blue 
Beach to consolidate our forces 
already too dispersed and far 
from supply lines. For the first 
time, enemy aviation appears 
very active. Only a single Sea 
Fury and a B-26 appeared dur- 
ing the landings, but the Sea 
Fury sank one of-our ships with 
a rocket and strafed our troops. 
Now, the enemy planes—Jets, 
B-26s and Sea Furies—are con- 
stantly bombing and strafing our 
landing strip only 500 meters 
from here. 

We waited and wondered, but 
our planes did not appear, dé- 
spite the constant reassurances 
that the skies would be ours. 
The civilians who live in the 
small town of Giron Beach in 
the midst of the landing area 
huddle terrified in their houses 
during the bombing. Many we 
had already installed in a so- 
cial club located in the middle 
of Blue Beach. I have my hands 
full looking out for the approxi- 
mately 100 men we hired at five 
pesos apiece to unload the 
boats — the boats came only 
once anyway so the only prom- 
lem is to find shelter for them. 

Everyone keeps asking -us: 
“Where are the Americans? I 
don't see any Americans here.”’ 
They are convinced that the

I can’t imagine 
what happened to Montero be- 
cause I have dealt often with

Nonetheless, this is what they 
tell me.

Dear Martha: 

I HAVE JUST READ your answer to “Starving Door to 
Door Salesman.” I have three young children so you know 
I am a busy woman and yet I have always tried to take the 
time to listen both to telephone solicitors and door-to-door 
sales persons. Only twice have I failed to extend kindness to 
these people. I know their job is not the easiest in the world 
but when they become rude when I cannot buy from them 
I feel that my only defense is to be firm and ask them to 
leave. One “veteran working his way through college” all 
but accused me of being a traitor to my country because I 
would not buy what he was selling. Another salesman had the 
nerve to ask “why in the hell you wasted my time” when I 
refused to sign up for a color-photo certificate. I’ve kept a 
record since March 1 of the door-to-door salesmen who rang 
my doorbell: Three magazine salesmen, each working his way 
through college; five photo salesmen; two cosmetic salesmen 
and one saleswoman; one “talent scout” searching for tal- 
ented children (this one could recognize beauty and talent 
right through the dirt smeared on my kids’ faces.) In addi- 
tion to these, I've talked to five telephone solicitors selling 
everything from awnings to tango courses. I’m sincerely sorry 
that honest, hard-working door-to-door salespeople must suf- 
fer but too many solicitors become abusive when you refuse 
to buy. I’ve reached the point where I am actually afraid to 
allow them inside the front door.

may not, on occasion acquire one. In the beginning, 
there is little if any itching, and hence scabies can 
get started without any warning sign. 


The invading mite burrows into the skin, and in its tiny 
tunnel it lays eggs. The eggs hatch, the new generation of 
mites digs out to the surface, then repeats the process. The 
severe itching occurs when, or if, the patient develops an 
allergy to the mites. 

The cure? Getting rid of every last mite! Several medi- 
cations are in use, but the principal one remains sulfur— 
that is, usually an ointment containing sulfur. It’s also used 
in soaps and lotions. It is, candidly, a messy and smelly 
treatment, but effective. 

The usual schedule is to use the midcation for three con- 
secutive days, then take a very thorough bath, and along 
with it a complete change of bedding and clothing. (Dry 
cleaning, as well as ordinary washing and troning, will destroy 
any of the mites that are in the clothing or linens.) 


There are at least two very good reasons for 
having a physician supervise the treatment. One is to 
be certain that the sulfur (or other) medication is 
applied in the most effective manner. 

The other is that some persons are sensitive to 
the sulfur mixtures, and in such cases obviously there 
should be no delay in stopping that treatment and sub- 
stituting another that won’t be irritating. The scabies 
itch is annoying enough without compounding the 
trouble with an additional itch. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Is there such a disease as chronic 
brucellosis? . MRS. H. F. 
It is usual, rather than unusual, for brucellosis 
(or undulant fever) to be chronic, and the treatment 
is difficult. A continuing nuisance.

IT WOULD BE HARD to tell 
the original home of cage canar- 
ies. These birds may have lived 
on the mainiand of Europe be- 
fore they “moved” to certain 
islands in the Atlantic ocean. 

Sailors and other visitors dis- 
covered wild birds with light 
green or yellow-green feathers 


on the Canary Islands about 450 


years ago. Later they learned 
that birds of the same type lived 
on Madeira and the Azores. 

Special interest arose when 
these birds were tamed. Most 
wild birds (bluebirds, robins, 
cardinals and so on) suffer 
when they are placed in small 
cages, but the green, or yellow- 
green, birds got along very well. 
Because they were found on the 
Canary Islands, they came to be 
known as ‘‘canaries,.”’ 

Canaries were taken to Europe 
within 50 years after Columbus 
crossed the Atlantic on his first 
trip to the New World. The little

In the 
course of time a variety com- 
pletely covered with pink feath- 
ers was produced. 

The Harz mountains of central 
Germany proved to be a fine 
breeding area for canaries. 
Many persons who studied the 
canaries said that the ones with 
the most beautiful songs came 
from these mountains. 

In Austria, the residents of 
the Tyrol mountains grew in- 
terested in canaries. The canar- 
ies of the Tyrols became rivals 
of those raised in the Hars 
mountains.
